PARIS, Aug, 4.

The battle of Verdun s ngaln raging

Y with all the fury that charncterized Ita In-
eoption Inta In February.

The fNghting is especially violent east of
the Meouso, where the Germina have nue-
coednd In occupying the southern part of
the village of Fleury.

The French War OMes, In ts com-
munique today, stated that German at.
tacks were made all night long against the
frranch  peaitions  on  the Fleury-Thiau-
mont lines, but that all wera repulsed.

Dawn found the Crown Prince still hurl
Ing his German leglons ngainst the French
positions, but the ‘assault broke to pleces
pefora the iron defense of the French gol-
diers.

Aftor oceupying the southern part of
Fleury, the Germans tried to sweep into
the northern end of the village, but were
driven back by the machine gun and rifle
fire from the battered houses, where the
Fronch had taken refuge and transformed
them into fortressos.

Infantry ranks were surging forward
back and forth around Fleury and a great
duel wan In progress on the line of Cha-
pitre and Chenols woods. The War Ofce
eharaoterized this duel with big guns as
belng particularly severe.

The text of the official communique fol-
lown

On the right of the bank Meuse there

were battles on the Thiaumont-Fleury
front, which the Cermans atincked all

night  with  extreme violence. Nu-
merous  counter-attacka with great
forces agalnat our positions on the

edge of the Thinumont work were re-
pulsed with serlous losses for the en-
emy. Our troops in the courss of the
battle succesded in oapturing a work
which was evacuated under n powerful
bombardment, bringing back 80 pris-
oners taken by us in that actlon.

In the reglon of Fleury the combats
havae been no leps violent. The Ger-
mans have multiplied thelr counter-
attacks against the village, oach pre-
oeded by an intense artillery prepara-
tion After many unsuccessful at-
tacks, the Germans galned a foothold
in the southern sectlon of Fleury,
where the combat continues very vie-
lent. All efforts‘to dislodge us from
the statlon situnted east on the village
wore shattered by the resistance of our
troopa,

The enemy lkewlye attacked during
the night our new positions, eawt of
Vacherauville, He succeeded only in
suffering heavy losses, 1In tha region
of Vaux-Chapitre and Lo Chenols there
wan n very sharp artillery duel

In the Vosges nt 10 p, m, yesterday
tha enemy launched on the Chapelotts
sallont &n attack which was shattered
bafore It was ablo to reach our lines.

The night was comparatively calm on
the rest of the front.

On the night of August 8 one of our
alr squadrons dropped 80 ahells of large
calibre on the rallway station at Noyon
and on a munition factory, Fifty shella
were thrown by another squadron on
rallway stations and camps of the en-
emy In the Somme region.

J. W. Mason, president of the Mason-
Scholes Cola Company, nand alsc of the
Mason-Heflln Conl Company, both In Ken-
sington, announced today that hls company
would pay back to customers tha State conal
tax, which was declared nn unconstitutional
levy some months ago, The company s the
first in Philadelphin to make the refund.

Asked today If he wius to be the exception
ar the rule nmong oconl denlers in refunding
the tax, Mr, Mason sald;

“Mason has been damned by every big
conl dealer In Phlladelphia, but I'm in the
hablt of dolng what I think ls right"

Some of the biggest coal dealera in the
clty were queried toduy about what wnetlon
they would take in regard to the repayment
to thelr customers. CGeorge B. Newton &
Co,, at 1427 Chestnut street, which bullding
also houses some of the biggest dealers In
the clty, such men na George W, Edmonds,
Samuel B. Orowell and other such blg coal
merchants, would give no Information when
the EveEsine Leparn asked

The Bell Coal Company insisted {t had
naver charged the tax. The John A, Gerely
Conl Company In West Philadelphia Insisted
it had never charged the tax.

It will be remembered that the prlc;\ of
coal went up uniformly when the tax law
was passed,

Mr, Mason sald he understood all the
wholesalers were returning the tax to the
retallers, and It was up to the retallers
to play falr with thelr customers, He
sald he expected to make a refund In about
2000 or 4000 Indlvidual cases, but couldn't
ppproximate how much meney that would
be. ‘The reason for the delay, he sald, had
been because he had (o walt until the
mony back from the wholesaler,
He has just recelved a cheok from the
Lehigh Coal and Navigation Company, and
is now preparing to distributs it to his
customera. The money he got some time
ago from the Reading Coal and Iran Com-
funy will go out at the same Lime,

So far he I8 the only Philadelphian known
to make his refund. In Glenside Frank G.
Justice announced the other day he was
making & return to his customers, and A, R.
Nicholson In Wyncota [s preparing to do
it today, He just got his check from the
Lehigh Company last night.

Mr. Nicholson sald he thought aevery
householder could compel the big retall com-
panles to return the tax charge If they
cared to fight for it. Ha polnted out that
maybe the coal companies didn't charge
for the taz specifically, but that when the
price of coal weot up that was figured in,
and in the end the consumer pald the tax,
not the retaller. ‘That |8 why he thinkas
the consumer should get it back. Otherwise
it meana an unfair profit to the retaller, he
sald, .

The return to the consumer will vary
from two and one half to len cents per

ton. The tax was 34 per cent of the cost
of the coal at the mine.
